It 
shows the cover and enclosure from a Hamburg- 
American Line billing for a trip from Hamburg, 
Germany to Wonswoc, Wisconsin. The trip billed 
at Hamburg to New York by ship $41.00; New York 
to Wonswoc, Wisconsin by rail for $18.94. Also 
included a $4.00 "Head Tax" and a reduction of 
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
